ConsUntlnople. Feb. 23.-Thp \<]on- 
ttesl not« on the subject of relorms 
1ft Macedonia, prt'seiiicd to the grand 
Tteler by the Austro-HuDgarian and 
Russian ambaasadort, has bten trans- 
lated Into Turkish and handau to tbe 
saltan. The powers recommended, in 
addition to the appointment of an in- 
spector general of gendarmarle for 
three years, with ample powers to act 
independently and to requisition 
tivops in case of emergency and tbe 
reorganization of the gendarmarle and 
police under European instructors, 
that Christians be admitted Into the 
gendarmarle in numbers proportionate 
to the populatidin, without being re- 
quired to read and write the Turl<ish 
language Amnesty is also demanded 
for all i)t»rK()n8 wlio have bean arrest- 
ed for political offenses. 

The scheme for adminlsbwtion and 
flnanclal reforms In Macedonia, as pro- 
posed by the powers in the rote, be- 
sides planning a more equitable collec- 
tion of taxes, provides that the local 
expenses shall be a first etiarga on the 
revenues of each villayet. In the event 
oC there being a surplus, this may be 
gent to Constantinople Moasures are 
also demanded for compelling tbe Al- 
banians to respect the laws. 

The power which It is proposed to 
give the Inspector general of the gen- 
darmarle, whose appointment or recall 
and whose successor must be con- 
firmed by the powers, thus virtually 
detaching him from the direct control 
Of tt« authorities at Constantinople, 
Ib almost sure to encovnter opposition 
from the Turkish government, while 
the latter also v. nl innst likoly object 
to the proposed financial arrangements 
and to the basis on which it Is planned 
to recruit the gendarmarle, which, 
wtra the stiirgestlons of the powers 
carried out, would, in several districts, 
ba practically entirely composed ot 
Christians, owing to their predomi- 
nance in certain parts of Macedonia, 
ft is understood, however, that the 
powers are determlni'd to admit of no 
modification of the reform scheme, 
that they demand Its application with- 
out delay, and that they are prepared 
to adopt coercive measures to insure 
Its beiuK srrMpiilously carried out.

BOad, authorizing the Turkish ministrr

Majtlili rapid-fire guns. 

Sultan Yields. 

Constantinople, Feb 23 — Tewflk Pa- 
sha, tbe minister of foreign airairs, no- 
tified the Anatro-Hungarian and Rus- 
sian ambassadors that the sultan had 
agreed to accept the scheme for re- 
forms in Macedonia.

Tbe five trunk lines for the past week 
have been pushed to the limit of their 
resources in handling tbe travel in 
this city. All traina are from two to 
five hours late. Every hotel la crowd- 
ed to its capacity, and hundreds of 
boarding houses are full to overflow- 
ing, while half a dozen or more steam- 
ers are providing sleeping accommo- 
dations.

Tboae 
voting against reporting it were: Rep- 
resentatives Hopkins (Ills). Miner 
(Wis.), Stevens (Minn), .Jones 
(Wash.). Republicans, and Spight 
(Mlaa.), Small (N. C). Davis (Fla.), 
McDermott (N. J.). Belmdnt (N. Y.). 
and Snook (Ohio), Democrats Hepre- 
sentalive Vreeland of New York was 
not present. 

The ship subsidy bill was introduced 
in tbe senate by Senator Hanna. and 
after a great fight he succeeded in 
pushing the bill through Between the 
passage of the bill hy the senate and 
the convening of the present session 
came the announcement of the forma 
tlon of the great ship combine. This 
seems »o havfi been regarded as an 
Indication that sut)sldles would not 
again be demanded. Other Issues, too, 
of more general interest occupied the 
attention of the legislature and tbe 
people. The ship subsidy bill and tbe 
ship subsidy agitation were considered 
dead. Until three weeks ago the 
measure slumbered peacefully in the 
archivea of tha bouse without an ap- 
parent effort having bean made until 
now to take it ottt for anbmiaalon to 
the bouse.

The committee decided 
not to print the eonipilal ion of receipts 
and expenditures in the Philippines, 
us it was found the expenses would be 
about $ti5,ouu.

1-VIj 2:i - Ttie scikiK' 
eommitte on Judiciary reported favor 
ably the nomination of William R. Day 
to be associate justice of the supreme 
court, also, the nomination of J. K 
Richards to succeed .ludge i)ay on t!ie 
circuit bench: also, tbe nomination of 
Assistant Attorney Oenarai Hoyt to he 
soliuitor general to succeed Kicbards. 

Statehood Deadlock.

Phlllpplna Inaurgenta Actlva. 

Manilla. Feb. 23.— Three small de- 
tachments of the constabulary wer* 
surrounded and captured by ladrones 
under General San Miguel, who, with 
bis Insurgent band, has reappeared in 
Rlsal province. Tbe Inaurgente au^ 
rounded the small towns of Calnta and 
Tayfay, II miles east of Manilla, and 
captured .'JO scouts and 10 men of the 
constabulary, whom they disarmed 
and set fraa. Inspector Mcllwaine, at 
the head of 10 constabulary, was sur 
prised and captured near Montalbsn, 
16 miles northeast of Manilla. Suhse 
quently Mcllwaine and his force es 
caped. The zone of ladrone activity 
extends from Caloooan. four mi let 
north of Manilla, eastward to the 
mountains of Risal and skirting the 
northern li mlte of Manilla.

Indianapolis. Feb. 23.— A testimo- 
nial sword was presented to Kear Ail- 
miral Henry C. Taylor, who comniund 
ed tbe battleabip Indiana In the Span 
Ish- American war by tbe people ot In 
dlana through the general nssombly 
Adnilr.ll Taylor, his wife and daugh- 
ter were present. The pi cseni at ion ot 
the sword took plac e in ilie nortli cor 
ridor of tbe main fioor of tbe state cap- 
itol. On the platform ware tha aute 
officers, Governor Durhin and especial- 
ly invited guests, as well as Admiral 
George W. Brown of Indianapolis, wlio 
presided. Governor Durbin presented 
the sword. Admiral Taylor reaponding. 
James Whitcomb Riley recited bis 
poem. "Old Glory." The sword is a 
beautiful piec of workmanship and 
cost 11,600. The occasion was one ut 
great enthusiasm. 

Qermany and Brazil. 
Rio Janeiro. Feb 23. — Brazilian 
newspapers, commenting on an article 

in reference to the relations between 
Germany and South America, recently 
printed In New York, declare there is 
no reason for alarm in Brazil and that 
tbe Germans form the most prosper- 
ous foreign colony. They have no 
cause to complain of the present situ 
alion. Baron De Rio Branoo. minis 
ter of foreign affairs, said: "1 visited 
Berlin, and am able to state that the 
F:mperor and bis government main- 
tain nordiat relations with Brazil and 
wish to foster these relations " 

Against the Mangrove's Crew. 
Washington. Feb. 28.— In tbe United 

States Fupreme cfiiirt Justice Holmes 
delivered an opinion in the case of 
the United States vs ttie ercw and olU- 
cera of the war vessel Mangrove The 
case involved tbe prize money for tho 
capture of the Spanish steamer Pan- 
ama during the Spanish war. The Now 
Yoik and Indiana and the Wilmington 
claimed a part of the prize, but the 
court held that they were not within 
signaling diatance at the Ume of tbe 
capture and tharefora wara entitled to 
nothing. 

Princaaa Attampta Suicide. 

Cairo, Feb. 23. — Princess DJemil 
ToiiHsoiin. sister of the khedlve and 
wfie of I'rlnce Djenill Toiissoun. re- 
cently made an unsuccessful attempt 
at self-destruction by taking poison.

London. Feb. 23. — The criticism of 
tbe British war office culminated in a 
motion for a vote of censure on War 
Secretary Brodrick In the ^ouse of 
commons. The motion was In tbe 
shape of an amendment to tbe addreaa 
in reply to the speech from the throno 
regretting the fact that the "organiza- 
tion of the army waa not suited to tbe 
needs of the empire, and that no pro- 
portionate gain in strength or efllctear 
ey bad resulted from tha recent li> 
crease of military expenditure." 

The motion was identical with an 
amendment moved by Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman, tbe Liberal 
leader, when Mr. Brodrick introduced 
his army reform schema in 1901. Hoir> 
ever, the vote of censure was proposed 
by Mr. Beckett, an influential conserv- 
ative, who was supported by a consid- 
erable section of revolting rni;)nis?s 
in introducing the motion. Mr. Beck> 
ett declared that Mr. Brodrick had de- 
plorably neglected the greaf 'st oppor- 
tunity ever given to a ininisti r and 
had produced a sclieim- li was not 
only unsound in principle, but was 
ruinoua la praetloo and OBermoualy 
costly. 

Major Seeley, conservative; Sir 
Charles Dilke, advanced radical, and 
others spoke in denunciation of the 
war olfice. declaring tha country was 
"tired of its policy of meaa and mud- 
dle." Mr. Brodrick replied. He said 
he welcomed a direct attack, and de- 
fended hea't'dly. If not very convin- 
cingly, the scheme for which he was 
responsible He ridiculed tbe sugges- 
tion that Great Britain ahould depend 
on her citi/en armv, which he re- 
Fcribed as a "niol) of volunteers," and 
pleaded to be given time to carry out 
his army corps scheme, as the result 
of wbicb "the army, for the first tinM 
in living memory, is above its sup> 
posed full strength in every branch 
except the infantry."

The cobra was slumbering when Cu- 
rator Diiru 'ra. cautiously opening tlie 
lilg door, thrust in a long wooden pole 
with two prong.s, Proaslng this down 
on, the cobra's head, he held It pris- 
oner until Keeper Snyder got Inside, 
The reptile, now thoroughly aroused 
agitated its tail frantically, but Sny 
der held its head firmly to the floor 
while Dltmars remuvad the old dress- 
ing and replaced it with n new ona.
